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Leave May 22 for • 
Moscow Conference 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres- 


ident Nixon will leave May 22 
for Moscow to hold summit 
talks with Soviet leaders, the 
White House announced today. 


Nixon, the White House said, 


will discuss with the Soviets 
"all major issues with a view 
toward further improving bilat- 
eral relations and enhancing 
the prospects for world peace." 


The White House statement 


was issued simultaneously here 
and in Moscow. 


Nixon said last Oct. 12 he 


would go to Moscow after his 
historic trip last 
month 
to 


mainland China. 


The White House gave no in- 


dication as to the length of Nix- 
on's stay in the Russian capi- 
tal. However, it is expected the 
duration will be about the same 
as it was in China—one week. 


Press secretary Ronald L. 


Ziegler said the exact number 
of days for the visit was still 
being discussed. But he said, "I 
think you could assume that the 
visit will last about a week." 


Mrs. Nixon will accompany 


the President as she did when 
her husband, then vice presi- 
dent in the administration of 
President 
Dwight D. 
Eisen- 


hower, first visited Moscow. 


It was on that trip that Nixon 


engaged in his historic "kitchen 
debate" with then Soviet Pre- 
mier, the late Nikita Khrush- 
chev. 


The brief statement announc-

As had been announced pre- 


viously, Nixon's national secur- 
ity adviser, Henry A. Kissinger, 
and Secretary of State William

Up Lowland Attacks 


SAIGON (AP) — Communist 


forces stepped up their attacks 
in South Vietnam's populous 
coastal 
lowlands Wednesday 


and today while Saigon's army 
pressed its offensive in eastern 
Cambodia. 


The South Vietnamese com- 


mand reported 41 enemy at- 
tacks between dawn Wednesday 
and dawn today, the highest 
number in a 24-hour period 
since Feb. 7. The hardest hit 
region was Quang Ngai Prov- 
ince, on the coast about 75 
miles south of Da Nang. 


Thirty-one South Vietnamese 


were killed and 
44 were 


wounded in four attacks in 
Quang Ngai, at a cost of six 
enemy killed, the 
command 


said. The South

victims included 18 civilians 
killed and 28 wounded, and 57 
homes, a Buddhist pagoda and 
a school were heavily dam- 
aged.

Nixon administration is under- 
taking new studies that could 
bring cuts in Army support, 
headquarters and.advisory ele- 
ments in Europe. 


The goal would be to trim the 


Army's tail in Europe without

The studies were prompted

ments total about 65,000 men. 
Nearly another 25,000 soldiers 
man antiaircraft missile bat- 
teries.

Sen. James B. Allen of Ala- 


bama said Wallace's victory 
made him either the candidate 
or the kingmaker of the Demo-

Beach next July. 


"If Wallace does not win the 


Democratic nomination," Allen 
said, "he will certainly have 
considerable influence in decid- 
ing who does."

Ernest F. Hollings, of 


South Carolina said Wallace's 
victory pinpoints the issues 
bothering Americans, and the 
Democrats had better "learn a 
lesson" from the Alabama gov- 
ernor.

A funeral procession crossed this dangerous bridge Monday, 


February 21, 1972 for burial in the Yellow Creek Cemetery. 
Before time for the procession, a broken hearted daughter of the 
deceased mother drove down to the bridge and tried to place the 
two unanchored runners more securely in their proper places. 


The people who travel this road daily in cars, pickups, trucks, 


the school bus and rural mail car cannot understand the reason 
our County Judge Finis Odom will permit the bridges on this road 
to get in this condition before making any necessary repairs. 


Photo at left: This picture was taken February 27, 1972. This 


bridge is approximately 35 or 40 feet long with a drop of 10 or 12 
feet from top of flooring to the bottom of the creek. The hole is on 
the East End of the bridge. The two planks of the runner on the 
left have come loose - meaning the nails have come out - leaving 
the planks not anchored down, whatsoever. At times when

vehicles cross this section, the unanchored planks move out of 
position, making this spot more dangerous. 


Photo at right: This picture was also taken February 27,1972. 


This picture is the same rotted-out hole as the picture at left, with 
the two unanchored runner planks moved to one side in order to 
show more of the fallen out bridge flooring. Still this does not 
show the extent of the fallen out pieces since the runner on the left 
is still nailed down and covers the hole underneath it. 


Bridges in this condition could cause accidents with injuries or 


even death. A few years ago one of the bridges fell in with a log 
truck; lucky the driver escaped without any injuries. Since this 
accident, the present County Judge has been asked repeatedly to 
keep the bridges on this road in safe condition. He has NOT done 
so. Yet he is asking for another two years in office.

Dear Dr. Lamb—After a 


week of hospital tests for 
possible arthritis or rheuma- 
tism (negative) my doctor 
said my blood had a high 
sedimentation rate. What ef- 
fect does this have on one's 
health and what can be done 
to lower it? 


Dear Reader — The sedi- 


mentation rate is a very 
nonspecific test. If you put 
something in the blood to 
keep it from clotting, the red 
blood cells will gradually 
settle to the bottom of the 
tube. Hence, the term sedi- 
mentation rate. As the cells 
begin to settle, the clear 
fluid or plasma is left at the 
top of the tube. The read- 
ing on the sedimentation rate 
is read by the height of the 
column of clear fluid above 
the red cells that forms in 
one hour. 


The cells fall or form a 


sediment more rapidly in the 
presence of infections. This 
can be anything from pneu- 
monia to a prostate infec- 
tion. The sedimentation rate 
is also increased 
in the 


presence of a recent heart 
attack, rheumatoid arthritis, 
rheumatic fever, and even in 
the presence of cancer. 


The 
rate 
will 
actually 


change during the course of 
an illness and these changes 
are sometimes used in guid- 
ing the therapy. The test has 
been used to tell how soon 
patients could be gotten out 
of bed when they had rheu- 
matic fever. As the rheu- 
matic activity subsides, the 
sedimentation rate returns 
to normal and the patient 
can be allowed to get out of 
bed to resume more normal 
activity. 


Treatment depends on the 


cause. If there is no evi- 
dence of disease or disabil- 
ity anywhere it might be 
ignored. Incidentally, 
sedi- 


mentation rates tend to be 
higher in women than in 
men.

anatrial septal defect. Some 
days are good and some 
aren't. My big problem is 
the cough. My doctor tells 
me I am no longer a cardiac 
patient. 


Dear R e a d e r—For the 


benefit of other readers, the 
atrial seplal defect is a hole 
between 
the two u p p e r 


chambers 
(atria) 
of 
the 


heart and it allows mixing 
of oxygenated (red) and un- 
oxygenated 
( b l u e ) blood. 


This is a birth defect of the 
heart. Surgeons correct this 
by closing the hole. Then cir- 
culation proceeds normally. 


Yes. there is such a thing 


as a heart cough, but with 
successful 
surgery 
behind 


you it is unlikely that you 
have that problem. A person 
who has fluid in the lungs 
often has a cough. 


You may have some irri- 


tation or inflammation of 
your lungs left over from the 
anesthetic and surgery plus 
the care you received after 
surgery. If this is the case it 
should gradually disappear.

Wants Farm Payments Stiffened

Co-ops Lash Investor 
Owned Plant Ads 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


National Rural Electric Cooper- 
ative Association has taken a 
swipe at an advertising cam- 
paign 
by 
"investor-owned" 


power companies focusing on 
taxpayer dollars used to fi- 
nance the Rural Electrification 
Administration. 


The advertising says "four 


out of five Americans pay an 
additional federal tax" through 
their electric bills. Those who 
do not, the ads say, "get their 
electricity 
from 
government- 


owned or government-financed" 
power systems. 


Robert D. Partridge, NRECA 


general manager, says in a 
current newsletter that the ad- 
vertising is a "misleading and 
unwarranted" attack. 


"Neither our rural electric 


systems, nor the nation, will 
stand 
still for these under- 


handed tactics, which seek to 
revive acrimonious battles of 
the past," Partridge said. 


Another NRECA official told 


a reporter the advertising by 
"investor-owned" 
companies 


has been timed in recent years 
to attract public notice about 
the time Americans are strug- 
gling with federal and state in- 
come tax forms. 


The federal government has 


been lending money to rural 
electric 
cooperatives through 


the REA since the mid-1930s. 
The agency, part of the Agri- 
culture Department, also has 
been making telephone loans 
since 1949. 


Because REA electric bor- 


rowers are organized as non- 
profit cooperatives, they do not 
have 
direct 
federal 
income 


taxes to worry about. That is 
one sore point with the com- 
mercial companies, the NRECA 
official said. 


Another ciriticism 
is REA 


lending itself. As of Jan. 1 this 
year, the agency had loaned 
$7.8 billion to electric co-ops. 
The co-ops had made payments 
totaling $3.8 billion as of Jan. 1, 
the REA said. 


That included $1.3 billion in 


interest charges, which have 
been pegged by Congress at 
two per cent since 1945. The 
loans run up to a maximum of 35 
years. 


Commercial 
power com- 


panies serve more people, by 
far, than REA borrowers who, 
for the most part, provide serv- 
ice to more sparsely settled 
areas. 


A report based on 1969 sur- 


veys shows commercial power 
companies that year had more 
than 49.3 million meter users 
for an average of 35.5 per mile 
of line, compared 
with less 


than 5.8 million and an average 
of 3.7 per mile for REA borrow- 
ers.

The school board has filed 


five plans with McRae. The

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Militant Agrees to 
an All-White Jury 


Stuffed Cabbage Delight

SAN JOSE, Calif. (AP) - 


With surprising speed, a jury 
has been selected and sworn 
for the trial of black militant 
Angela Davis. She is charged 
with murder, kidnaping and 
conspiracy in the 1970 San Ra- 
fael 
Courthouse Shootout 
in 


which a judge and three others 
were killed. 


Her attorneys say they ac- 


cepted an all-white jury be- 
cause there was no chance of 
getting a black juror on the 
panel. 


Prosecutor Albert Harris Jr., 


noting that the panel of eight 
'women and four men includes a 
Mexican-American, labeled to- 
'tally untrue defense charges 
that the state would accept only 
an all-white jury. 


Both sides surprised news- 


men and court spectators Tues- 
,day by accepting a jury after 
:only nine days of jury selection, 
[The attorneys had predicted 
^earlier that the job would take 


five or six weeks—and the de- 
fense had questioned whether it 
would ever find 12 people to de- 
termine Miss Davis' guilt or in- 
nocence. 


Miss Davis, a 
Communist 


party member, faced the men 
and women who will judge her 
and announced the defense's 
acceptance of the panel. She 
said: 


"Although I cannot say that 


this is a jury of my peers, after 
much 
discussion 
we 
have 


reached the conclusion that the 
women and men sitting on this 
jury will put forth their best ef- 
forts to give me a fair trial." 


Harris then announced the 


prosecution's acceptance of the 
panel. He said later that both 
sides had agreed to accept the 
jury during a private 45-minute 
session in the chambers of Su- 
perior Court Judge Richard E. 
Arnason. 


Immediately after 
Arnason 


swore in the jurors, the attor- 
neys started the process of se- 
lecting four alternates. This is 


expected to take the rest of the 
week. 


Testimony and opening state- 


ments could begin as early as 
next Monday, but court sources 
indicated they may be delayed 
until March 27 to give attorneys 
additional preparation time. 
The trial is expected to last 
four months. 


The jury is composed primar- 


ily of a middle-age working 
people. The youngest juror is a 
22-year-old collection clerk, the 
oldest a retired librarian in her 
late 60s. 


Santa Clara County had sent 


questionnaires to more than 5,- 
000 prospective jurors for pos- 
sible service at Miss Davis' 
trial. The 12 seated were cho- 
sen from the first panel of 150 
called.

"The aging adolescent and 


the aging adult have a lot of 
features in common," the psy- 
choanalyst said. 


"For both, the future looks 


black and unappealing, both 
are intensely self-absorbed ... 
both can be extremely hypo- 
chondriacal and concerned with 
their bodies, which is not sur- 
prising 
because, 
in 
both, 


profound bodily alterations are 
taking place. 


"Both are heavily engaged in 


the buttle for independency, but 
both have periods when they 
relapse into extreme depend- 
ency, both can pass days in 
endlessly doing nothing, feeling 
that there is nothing to do. 


"Thf 
suicide rate 
climbs 


steeply in the older adolescent 
and the older adult," he said. 


The aging adolescent "can be 


rejuvenated and given a new 
lease on life," sometimes with 
professional help, sometimes on 
his uvn, said Anthony.
